decahton for Laws. *Tis abfolutely ridiculous there- 
pre to imagine, as fome political Writers, blindly fol- 
ywing one another, have done, that the aftcient Bri- 
sand the ancient Engl had Liberty, if they 
; Liberty a free Government; for there never 
as a free Government where there was not general 
roperty; nor did the Exg44 Government begin to be 
¢ till Property began to be general. 

Tue Lands of England were anciently Donations 
om the Crewn, and other great Men who held under 
he Crown: This is partly true before the Conqueit ; 
t, totally and abjolutely true after the Normans were

The 
Prudence and Caition of Henry the Seventh, and the 
turbulent Paffions of Henry the Eighth, did more to- 
wards diffufing Property, than all other Caufes put to- 
ark The firft of thefe Monarchs wifely revolving in 

is Mind how oft the Barons had been too hard for the 
Crown, fet himfelf to break their Power; and fo got 
the A& of Alienation pafied, by virtue of which the 
Lords could fei! their Efiates: He alfo got another Att 
pafied, for /plitting of large Farms, and building Houfes 
upon every Farm of Twenty Pound a Year. Thefe 
two Aéts naturally tended to bring down the Great Men; 
and raife up the Left; but, there were other fortunate 
Incidents fell in about the fame time, which greatly 
promoted the fame End: A few World was difcover'd; 
America was found out; arid the Gold and Silver of 
Peru and Mexico were brought into Europe. ‘The Turks 
had not long before taken Conflantinople, and dziven

Tris mew Scene of Things put the Gentlemen of 
England wpon new and uriufual Expences; and was the 
Occafion of breaking to Pieces large Eftates ; which 
the Commons, grown Wife and Induftrious, by the en- 
chanting Novelty of Property, got into their Hands. 
Heary the Eighth, quarrelling with the Pope foon after, 
about his owz private Paffons; and, in Confequence of 
that Quarrel, making himfelf Pope, got the Parliament 
on his Side to take Pofleffion of the Church Lands 5 to 
which they were greatly induced by his felling of them 
at a low Price to the Laity. 

THese Accidents and Circumfances made fo great an 
Alteration in Property, that, in Queen E/zabeth’s Reign, 
the Ballance of Power was in the People’s Hands} 
which that wife Princefs difcovering, aféted as one that 
knew the Monarchy flood upon a popular Foundation. ‘The 
Stuarts, neither James the Firlt, nor his Son Charles, 
had any Regard to this Policy; but having nothing to 
fear from the Lords or the Church, thought they might 
do any thing with the People by virtue of thea Prero- 
gative: But they found themfelves miftaken ; for the 
People were grown fo powerful by their large Share. of 
Property, that they appeared, foon after, too hard for 
King, Church and Nobility. 

By thefe Fas and Reflefions it plainly appears, that 

Power is founded in Property; and, that the Liberty of 
the People grew with their Pofifions: Notwithfanding 
which, it made but flew Advances, and was, in many 
terrible Inftances, chain’d and held down by that Mon- 
fter call’d Prerogative, which leap’d the Bounds, not 
only of Renjfon and Eguity, but of Lava, itlelfs and of 
this we could give waricty of Inflances, ¢ven in the 
Reign of that renowried Princefs, whole Wifdom and 
Réfolution in other Things, will make het. Immapsal. 
In the Reigns fucceeding this Princels, Proclamations 
came out as Law ; and atting againit thofe Proclama- 
tions was punithed in the Star-Chamber, and High 
Commiffon-Courts, with moré Severity, than the molt 
notorious Violations of the plainef Laws themfelves, 

Tue Bounds of Prerogative and Liberty wete {o, in-

ogative, the People denied 3 
anid what the People claimed as their Liberty, the King 
denied. The very Being of Parliaments was, by Charles 
the Firft, in one of his Speeches, faid to depend upoti 
the Will of the Prince ; for his Words are, * Don't you. 
‘ know, that you are To Be, oR NoT To Be, ar 
‘my Pigasuas.” And in the Clofe of King 
Charles the Second's , our very Laws are faid to 


be made by the Kings for the Motto gn the Rings at a 


Call of Serjeanits, about the Year 1682 or 3; was 4 
Deo, Rex; A Rege, Lex. And, inthe next Reign, asa 
natural Confequence of thefe Doétrines, a Power of 
DisPensine with all the Laws, was faid to be a 
Regal Power ; and, wiiich is more wonderful, a Legal 
Power too; and this was declared to be Legal, by 
Eleven of the Twelve Judges; fo that not only the 
Interpretation of the Laws was precarious, and turn’d 
about juft as Court Judges pleafed ; but, the Laws them~ 
felves, and the very Being of Parliaments were precarious, 
and depended folely upon oer Will and Pleafure. 
And yet the Differtator upon the Ancient Conflitution, 
affirms, in the very Teeth of thefe dreadful ‘Truths, 
that we got very little by the Revolution, only fome 
Alterations in afeew Refpeds ; whereas ‘tis true, that we 
gotevery thing by the Revolution ; becaufe we got the 
Bounds fixed berween Prerogative and Liberty. But this 
fhall be the Subject of another Difcourfe.
